SECTION  B.  - 


GENERAL.-  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


FOR  THE  AREA. 


The  only  new  provisions,  to  report  upon  were  the  setting  up  of 
a  Cleansing  Centre  in  May  1942,  at  Taypxirley  at  this  District ■ s 
official  Civil  Defence  Post  and  the  provision  of  transport  for  the 
disinfestation  at  the  local  Isolation  Hospital  of  clothing  and 
bedding  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  Scabies  Order.  During 
the  year  this  Centre  has  been  very  active  in  dealing,  with  cases  of 


Scabies  and  Lice  infestation  in  and  around  the  Tarporley  area. 
Including  patients  from  adjoining  areas,  namely,  Tarvin  Rural  District 
and  Nantwich  Rural  District.’  Scabies  and  Pediculosis  cases  .occurring

in  other  parts  of  the  Northwich  Rural  District  are  'served  b 
Centres  set  up  under  the  Scabies  Order,vin»,tw’o  Centres  set  up- 
lorthwich  Urban  District,  one  in  the  lYinsford  Urban  District 
fourth  in  the  Middlewich  Urban  District.  This  distribution  of  , 
Cleansing  Centre  facilities  in  the  Mid-Cheshire  area'  as  a  whole 
has  made  it  possible  for.  any  Northwich  Rural  resident  who  needs 
cleansing  treatment  to  be  able  to  receive  it  without  undue  difficulty

SECTION  Or.  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  -  The  new  Joint  Minor  Scheme  which  came  into  operation  in 
191+2'  has  made  it  possible  to  maintain  a  continuous  supply  of  water 
to  the  Eastern  Area  of  the  Rural.  District  and  in  the  high  level 
areas  of  Davenham.  The  freedom  from  complaints  from  both  areas 
has  been  noted  since  the  new  supply  was  introduced. 

It  is  intended  to  provide  a  Booster  in  connection  with 
the  Tarporlcy  supply  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for  consumers  on 
the  higher  levels  to  obtain  a  regular  and  constant  supply.  This 
work  is  now  in.  hand.  Unsatisfactory  supplies  from  wells  serving 
Rushtcn  and  Utkinton  areas  still  remain  unremedied  as  no 
satisfactory  alternative  supplies  are  at  the  moment  available. 

The  chlorination  of  the  Crabtree  Green  supply  is  regularly 
practised  but  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  chlorinate  the 
new  borehole  supply  due  to  delays  in  obtaining  complete 
equipment  c  ,  y  ,  *.

During  ..the  year  1942,  11  samples  of  water  were  taken 
throughout  the  .area  and  all  were  reported  upon  by  the  County 
Analyst  as  satisfactory. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  -  There  is  no  change  in 
regard  to  the  sewerage  problems  in  the  Parishes  of  Rushton, 
Utkinton,  Delamere,  Oakmere,  Wine ham  and  Comberbach.  So  far  as 
the  Cotebrook  area  of  Utkinton  is  concerned,  a  scheme  has  been 
prepared  and  the  property  owners  concerned  have  agreed  to  bear 
their  share  of  bhe  cost.  This  has  been  held  up,  however,  due 
to  a  proposed  further  extension  of  the  scheme  to  include  the 
local  Schools,  Institute  and  Curatage. 

The  provision  of  a  tumbril  cart  for  the  Weaverham  - 
Northwich  Road  properties  is  now  in  use  and  pending  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  is  giving  temporary  relief . 

The  sewage  effluent  of  the  Lostock  Gralam  disposal  works 
is  satisfactory  except  from  the  standpoint  of  suspended  matter. 
Subsidence  has  affected  the  humus  tanks  of  this  plant  and  these 
cannot;  now  be  used.  The  solution  of  this  difficulty  has  to  be 
deferred  for  the  present. 

Public  Cleansing  -  The  routine  work  of  refuse  collection  and 
cleansing  oT* pail  closets  has  been  well  maintained.  There  has 
been  no  extension  of  these  services. 

Salvage  of  Materials  for  War  Purposes  -  Work  in  this  direction 
has  advanced  considerably,  due  to  the  unstinted  work  of  voluntary 
and  paid  staffs.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  proceeds  from  the 
sales  of  materials  from  this  source  has  now  reached  £3,303,

(a)  Milk  -  During  the  year  2  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacterial,  examination  and  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 
Further,  numerous  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  course  of 
delivery  for  sedimentation  test,  and  all  unsatisfactory  cases 
v/ere  taken  up  with  the  dairyman  concerned.  This  form  of 
sampling  has  much  to  recommend  itself  in  that  the  dairyman  can

(b)  Meat  -  There  are  twenty-three  slaughterhouses  licensed  under 
Section  57  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

(l'<  The  year  1942.  so  far  as  the  incidence  of  Infectious  .ji  so  use  wua 
concerned  passed  off  well  except  that  there  was  a  ratnor  aig~ 
prevalcnce  of  Scarlet  Fever  -  72  cases  in  1942  as  against  J-3  Ceases 
in  1941  -  and  a  total  of  288  cases  of  Measles.  Almost  hour  oi  the 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Baniton  at  the 
end  of  the  year  but  we  found  the  outbreak  died, down  after  three 
members  of  one  family,  all  of  whom  I  found  on  investigation  ;'/ua.c 
carrying  the  germs  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  their  noses,  ^erc  ^ 
isolated  at  the  local  Fever  Hospital.  Of  the  424  notifications 
of  Infectious  Disease  received  during  the  year  only  one  -  a  case 
of  Pneumonia  -  died.  Of  the , 20. cases  of  Diphtheria  notifieo. 
during  the  year  three  had  received  immunisation  against  the 
disease  under  the  Council’s  Scheme.  <-  They  made  prompt  and 
satisfactory  recoveries  from  thO-  disease  whilst  under  my  care 
at  the  local  Isolation  Hospital",

(4)  SCABIES  AND  VERMINOUS  INFESTATION. 

...  ,  Here  again  arrangements  wercTmade  jointly  with  the  other  three 
IT1  7^ Heshire.  Local  Authorities  and  of  the  3  Cleansing  Centres  set 
p  m  the  joint  area,  1  was  sited  in  the  Rural  District  at  the 
Tarporley  First  Aid  Post,  During  the  course  of  the  year  78O 
Nor uhwich  Rural  cases  (including  58  Rural  Evacuees  admitted  to  the 
Government  Evacuation  Sick  Bay  at  Middlewich)  of  vermin  infestation 
+  ,?'as?s  of  Scabies  and  25  cases  of  Pediculosis  -  were  dealt  with 
at  the  5  Centres  and  personal  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  removed  for 
aismte station.  It  has  been  interesting  to  note  that  this  quite 
large  number  of  verminous  cases  were  housed  in  270  separate  homes 
m  the  District.  Visits  of  inspection'  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 


have  been  made  in  each  case  and

the  270  houses  was  described  as  "Good  or  Very  Clean”  x 
instances,  "Fair”  in  63  instances  and  ”poor  or  Dirty”  ±LL 
instances.^  Also  it  was  noted  that  proper  bathing  facilities  were 
17‘  only.  13*S  of  the  27O  houses.  At  the  time  of  writing 
dri  i  sa to  record  that  all  the  efforts  made  to 

combat  the  spread  of  vermin  infestation  during  1942  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Northwich  are  now  showing  gratifying  results  and  the 
incidence  of  Scabies  is  much  reduced. 


Much  of  the  success  of  this  ” anti -vermin"  campaign  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  c 0 ‘--•op e ration  I  have  received  from  the  local 
Practitioners,  the  local  Factory  Doctors  and  the  School  Medical 
Service,  ano.  above  all  to  the  whole  “time  Civil  Defence  First  Aid 
personnel  -  both  male  and  female  -  of  the  four  Mid-Cheshire 
Authorities  who  at  the  Cleansing  Centres  have  given  such  whole¬ 
hearted  service  in  this  new  and  at  times  unpleasant  work. 


The  practice  of  home  disinfection  in  casegof  Infectious  Diseases 
(including  Tuberculosis)  was  continued  during  the  year.  All  the 
Schools  in  the  District  were  disinfected  at  least  once  during 
the  year. 

I  would  like  to  say  in  closing  this  report  how  much  I 
appreciate  the.help  I  have  received  from  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  Officials  in  dealing  with  the  various  matters  which  have  arisen 
during  the  year.
